' Earl Kruger, president of the 
C.C.F. Club, will act as Prime Min- 
ister at (his Model Parliament. The 
official opposition will^ be headed 
by Heward Grafftey of'the Liberal 
Club. 

Professor D. C. Corbett of the 
Department of Economics and Pol- 
1 Science will be the Speaker 
of the House. Prof. Corbett has had 
extensive experience in Model Par- 
liament* at Hart House In Toronto, 
at Queens University; he alio hand- 
led one at McGill last year. 
"• '"/'Discussions are taking place to 
have a permanent Speaker of the 
House who will be elected by the 
entire student body in a similar 
manner ' and' method of electing 
speakers at Queens and Toronto. 
' "If present plan* materialize the 
Fourth Government Speaker will 
at" all timù/be' a prornlhcnt'mehv 
ber of a political party in power. 
Such people as St.,Laurenl, Drew, 
Coldwell and Tim Buck are among 
the people on a list of possible

Plans are also underway for a 
large Model Parliament with the 
University of Montreal early In 
January. On this occasion the 
'Liberal Clubs of both universities 
will' combine to form the official 
government.

This opinion, shared by' Gerald Ru- 
bin .and Desmond Nlvcn ; of the 
Act* and Science Debating Society, 
won for them a debate on the sub- 
ject of: "Resolved that Canada"* 
contribution to Ahe*defcnce of the 
Free World 1* adequate." 

Gerry Rubin, Judged by Mr. Oil- 
vcr of the Political Science depart- 
ment, to be the best speaker, de- 
fined "adequate" as meaning not 
"great enough to deter and repel 
Soviet Agression" but ralhcr, "great 
In terms of Canadian conditions 
and handicaps." , 

He said that, 4aklng-into account 
the danger of inflation and bank- 
ruptcy, Canada was contributing 
to the full extent of hec capacity. 
As General McArthur has said, 
"Undue preparation for a war 
which wjjl never come may ex- 
haust our resources as much as a 
real war." ;

Professors Protest 



University of California Abolishes 
Loyalty Declaration for Its Staff 




University of California Board of 
Begents recently abolished the 
special loyalty declaration, required 
of all university employees since 
19t». 

Forty-eight professors, instruc- 
tors and other employees have re- 
fused to sign the University's new 
employment agreement. Some fac- 
ulty members feel a second decla- 
ration of loyalty I* unnecessary 
since they had already, signed one. 
Others have reconsidered the oath 
and now think they made a mis- 
take in signing it last year. Another 
reason for their refusal to sign per- 
tains to the wording of the new 
contracts, wording which they feci 
no longer Insures job tenure. 

Contract was chanjed at the 
hflçht of the oath trouble In May 
J5i0 to read: "This i= in notify yrtu 
that you have been appointed pro- 



fessor ... for the period July 1, in- 
to June 30 . . . with a salary at the 
rate of $ per annum. 

Unexpected • abolishing of the 
special declaration came when the 
Governor's appointee moved that 
the Regents no longer require it as 
a condition of University employ- 
ment although they reaffirm their 
policy of not hiring members of 
the Communist party. 

Objection to the motion was im- 
mediately made when it was ac~ 
claimed that the move would hurt 
•the Regents' case In the legal fight 
against 17 non-slgncrs. Their suit 
to get their Jobs back is now before 
the State Supreme Court. 

New members of the board, ap- 
polnted by the Governor, are gen- 
erally believed to be unanimously 
against ihe special declaration a:. 
,a condition of employment.

Students of the University of 
Toronto last year contributed $8.100 
— ten times the amount McGill 
students raised — to send material 
relief to university communities in 
South East Asia. 

Final report of flic campaign 
committee recently published on 
the Toronto campus disclosed that 
$3.444 of the total was spent on aid 
for the University of Delhi, the Un- 
ivcrsity of Jamla, near Delhi, and 
the University of Slndh. 

For the $3,444, the Toronto com- 
mittee was able to buy $10,330 
worth of laboratory equipment, 
books and health supplies, the re- 
port said. A number of Canadian 
firms arranged substantial dis- 
counts and helped in shipping the 
supplies to India. 

Bulk of .the remaining campaign 
funds was turned over to Interna- 
tional Student Service of Canada to 
be distributed along with money 
turned In by other Canadian Uni- 
versities. Campaigns to raise money 
for the ISS relief program are held 
the majority of Cana- 
ls.. , 
these campaigns was 
Canada .turned over a 
total of $15,000 to World University 
Service, of which It is the Canadian 
commiUee. (This figure included 
the Toronto funds that were ear- 
marked for the Indian universities).' 
. While Toronto was raising its 
$8,100 in what has been termed the 
most spectacular campaign ever 
conducted at a Canadian university, 
McGill students were conducting 
their Combined Charities cam- 
paign.

versily the size of McGill should 
easily be able to supply 1,500 pints 
of blood at a week's clinic, snd 
that this amount of blood would 
greatly help the Red Cross meet its 
obligations to the hospitals and the 
armed services. 

He told of a man who was bleed- 
ing to death with a bleeding ul- 
cer. This man required 35 pints' o" 
blood In three day*. When 
bleeding was finally stopped tne 
man had no blood left in his body 
that was his own. No hospital 
Blood Bank could ever have sup- 
plied sufficient .blood to save this 
man's life. It took the tremendous 
reserve that the Red Cross is ob- 
liged to keep to supply the life- 
saving fluid. 

In a city the size of Montreal, 
500 people receive blood .transfu- 
sions every week in the year and 
very few of these require less than 
two bottles of blood. That means 
that able bodied citizen must have

The decorations for the previous 
occasion included a beautiful arch 
which was erected over the Sher- 
brooke Street entrance to the Uni- 
versity, where the Roddick Gates 
now stand. However, by the end of 
October the arch looked rather 
shabby; heavy rains had .<t;iincd 
il; it was splattered with mud; Ihe 
hubs of pa^sins carriasej and rabs 
had made gaping holes in the plast- 



er, and broken laths proluderi. 

The leading question of the' day 
was, "Should it be allowed to re- 
main there to disintegrate through- 
out the session?" 

During the afternoon of October 
31. 1001, someone suggested that the 
students living near trie University 
turn out thr.t evening to pull down 
the arch. The proposition met with 
general approval, and at eleven 
o'clock a few score students gath- 
ered around the entrance to the 
grounds. 

What is now the Faculty Club 
on McTavIsh Street was then under 
construction and a long stout rope, 
which had been left beneath a 
windlass, was borrc-" 1 Within a 
few minutes, a studç,., .cd the end 
of the rope around his waist, 
climbed one of the large maple 
trees, and looped it under the arch.

Legalistic Ethics Are Incompatible 
With Christianity-Dr. MacKinnon 



The Commerce Undergraduate 
Society will hold elections on Tues., 
Nov. 6, for fourth year president 
only. All other year presidents 
were elected by. acclamation. 
_On that day from 10.00 a.m. until 
4.00 p.m. in the common room of 
the Arts building fourth year 
students will elect cither Herbert 
Gray or» Jean-Guy Cyr as their 
president of the CUS. When elec- 
ted the president automatically 
becomes his class' representative 
to the Grad's Society to maintain 
liaison between grabs of his class 
and the Graduate Society. 

Although there are ' only two 
candidates for the office of fourth 
year president it is hoped that 
student vote will be heavy, Andre 
Michon, president of the society 
told the Daily today. 

Elected by acclamation the 
presidents for the first, second and 
third years are respectively. Car-

"Law, duty and obedience have 
no place In a Christian ethical 
theory." 

This view j was cxprcs.<cd by Dr. 
Aj M. MacKinnon of the depart- 
ment of philosophy in î 
the Philosophy Society last nlgl 

In his paper on the subject of 
Christian ethics Dr. MacKinnon 
contrasted the two extreme cthicd 
views of legalism and persoiialism. 
He opposed legalistic clhics whlcn 
demanded obedience to either the 
letter of the law or the spirit of 
Ihe law. 

Obedience to the spirit of the 
law, that is, to abstract principles, 
implies a rational agent to apply 
the laws (to the situation. But 
since modern philosophy has re- 
jected the maxim that "the essence 
of man is bis rationalism" a legal- 
istic ethic is not necessarily the 
best ethic. 

"Christianity opposes legalism ,-.s 
Christ, in opposing the .risecs, 
opposed conformity to the letter 
of the law." • 

"There can bg no such Ihing as 
a Christian legalistic ethic, as this

not be reduced to law." 
. Ethics must be something of 
which every man. is capable 
whether or not he has arms or 

lligcnce or reason. A p 
sonallst ethic Is the only et! 
which can conform to this neces- 
sity. 

We prefer the law because its 
demands are finite, but it is better, 
for example to attack injustice be- 
'cause it harms, persons. A person- 
oîist ethic does not aim at 'the 
good' in an abstract sense, but a* 
it affects pci ins. 

The Chrlstla ' command to '"love 
thy neighbor^ a.- thyself" Is not of 
the nature of legalistic commands, 
but rather exemplifies this ethic. 

Men should strive for freedom, 
and in a complete state of freedom 
would not be bound by lawj. 

Dr. MacKinnon, In the discussion 
period following the presentation 
of the paper, pointed out that cer- 
tain restrictions would have to ba 
placed nn this theoretical ethic be- 
fore it, could be considered a prac- 
tical ethic.

In it the position that Acadia 
adopted on this issue at the NFCUS confer- 
ence, and has adopted since, was explained.

|; ion arnong Acadia's student body, I wondér if 
they have as yet squarely faced all the facts. 

In fact, all that could be mobilized in 
favor of Acadia's stand were three very shaky 
points — one of which had no validity what- 
ever, one of which had nothing to do with 
Éé.the question, considered, as it was, as a matter 
of principle, and only one, hollow though it 
I rings, is left to hold the fort. 
[ These reasons were: one, that the Ganad- 

! ian 6tudcnt must first be belter grounded 
in à knowledge of Democratic ideals, before a 
j bit of the cotton wool can be taken off, nnd 
hè can be exposed to a Real Communist; two, 
that NFCUS would acquire a Red réputation 
by supporting this scheme; three, that the ex- 
pense would be too great. 

I.should like to deal first of all with point 
| three, bs this is by far the easiest to explode, 
j Thé trip need cost Acadia nothing. The Sovi- 
ets have agreed to pay their transport across 
■ the ocean, and whatever part of their rail 
^tj-apsport Canadian students cannot pay. This 
excuse is totally groundless; expense is no 
obstacle.

But the issue raised by this point- goes 
much deeper. Thé éxistence of Communism is 
a standing challengé to those of us who hold 
to the Democratic way of lifé to prove to our- 
selves and to the world that. our way is bet- 
ter. To this end we would agree with the Ath- 
enaeum that Canadian students, should be 
aroused to a greater interest in and under- 
standing of the problems of the world in gén- 
éral and the strengths and weaknesses of Dem- 
ocratic nations in particular. But the Athena-' 
eum offers no plans to achieve this end. They 
say only, in effect, that, if forums, lectures, 
JVIock Parliaments, and so on will not arouse 
Joe College, he is not worth arousing. I should 
like to submit that these means have not 
proved adequate to the task, and yet I per- 
sist in believing that Joe College should be 
aroused. Moreover, I believe that if Democra- 
cy is to survive on the Earth, if we arc to 
live eventually in Peace and not in pieces, Joe 
College must be aroused. Here is a chance for 
him to get a glimpse of the great movement 
of international Communism, to gain'.an in- 
sight into the reusons behind the fact thnt 
almost n half the world's population has turn- 
ed to Communism; achieve some realizn-.

JEear Ralph: 

My recent marriage, added to a heavy 
àcademic load in fourth year medicine, makes 
it impossible for me to devote sufficient time 
to the, Union. I am therefore compelled, rè- 
prrt fully, to resign as President of the MeGill 
Union. 

While I had considered resigning imme- 
diately prior to my marriage in September? 
I felt that I should remain in office until the 
Union's activities were fully organized and 
running smoothly. 

The following matters have been carried 
out: 

(1) The heavy renovation schedule has 
been completed; most of the Union has been 
painted in new color schemes; a new club 
room has been constructed in the basement, 
and the cafctcrin (i.e. short order bnr) has had 
a complete face lifting. 

(2) A revised job analysis has been estab- 
lished for Union employees, various employees 
have been hired, shifted in jobs, or released, 



and the new system has been working effi- 
ciently. 

(3) Food policies and general factors of 
improved food quality and speed of service 
have been carefully considered by the Union 
House Committee and the Industrial Fond 
fcervices. Such efforts have resulted in 75-100 
more meals per day being served this vènr as 
compared to last. There are now 375-400 mcnls 
per day served. 

(4) Union House Rules have been brought' 
up to date, and they, together with the Unions , 
budget, have been passed by the Students' 
Executive Council. 

In a word, since Union functions in gene- 
. ral appear to be running smoothly, I feel that 
my resignation will not in any way cmba'rrass 
the proper functioning of the Union. 

May I express, in closing, my deep apprc- 
mtion to the members of the Union House 
Committee, the Chairman of the'Council, and 
to yourself for interest, assislAnce and sup- 
port during the past number of months.

On God and Creation
